On Feb. 26 Halpin went to the Weasley hos- 
pital for treatment for his eyes. According 
to Mre. Halpin, he voted at the primary 
election on Feb. 25, took his brother, Thomas 
Halpin, through the stockyards, and then, 
having obtained a leave of absence, 5 
to enter the hospital, . 

„I went to the hospital with him,” sald the 
widow last night. So did Mrs. Tom Halpin. 
and we remained with him until about 1 
o' clock in the afternoon. I went again that 
evening to see him, and he was perfectly well.

The most important thing which happened 
in Springfield last week was the adoption of 
the Progressive house rules. This is the first 
Progressive victory in the house and ends a 
long and hard battle. The campaign began 
last November, immediately after election, 
and has been waged relentlessly ever since. 

The Progressives made it their only plat- 
form in the speakership fight. They rose 
early in the house and demanded new rules 
and sat up late at night writing resolutions 
about them. The progressive Democrats 
joined them. The rules became what the dis- 
gusted older members of the house called an 
obsession.

Under the new rules the house will be its 
Own master. It can take up what bills it 
pleases by majority voté, and can change its 
order of business to suit itself. It can re- 
cover bills from committee by a majority 
It can demand the years and nays 
with more chance of success. Members of a 
committee can control its meetings instead 
of leaving them to the mercy of the chair- 
main. Committee meetings are to be re- 
ported, all committee votes are to be kept 
in the records, and the names of all lobbyists 
and others appearing before committees must 
be preserved. 

These are some of the improvements. There 
seems to be nothing in them to imperil our 
liberties, yet seldom has any proposition 
met with such whotesouiee and indignant 
opposition.

Reformatory Figures Show Do- 
mestie Servants Lead in List 
of Erring Women. 


New York, March 15.—[Specia!.]—Dr. John 
P. Peters, chairman of the committee of 
fourteen, made public ‘today a letter sent 
by him to clergymen of various denomina- 
tions in the city, in which he attributes the 
downfall of many women, and particularly 
girls, to the failure of churches to incul- 


cate proper moral precepts and to providg 
home training.“ Economic conditions, he 
asserts, are not responsible. * 

Dr. Peters’ letter calls on the city's 
churches to stir the parents to the vital need 
of good home training and to bestir them- 
selves personally and actively in the propa- 
gation of this method of preventing vicious- 
ness among girls. 


Blames Conditions at Home. 

The view of the committee of fourteen, 
which has studied the social evil, is that low 
wages do not send young women into lives of 
bondage and shame. While wages do work 
against future generations and weaken a 
girl’s moral fiber, the committee finds they 
do not of themselves bring about a girl's 
downfall unless she has been deprived of 
proper church and home influences. 

This view is in accord with that expressed 
by Miss Katherine Bement Davis, who is 
now making an investigation at the Bedford. 
Hills reformatory at the request of John D. 
Rockefeller Jr.

Mr. Erikson, who was appointed to the 
board of education by Mayor Harrison, had 
been publisher of the Swedish Tribune-News 
for eight years. He purchased the Swedish 
Tribune andSwedish News and consolidated 
the papers, adding colored “ comics” and 
popularizing them in other respects. Under 


his management the paper grew to be the 


Swedish weekly of the largest circulation in 
America. 

Mr. Erikson was born Match 8. 1866, in 
Vestergötland, Sweden, and came to the 
United States in 1887, settling first at Mari- 
nette, Wis. From there he came to Chicago 
and was employed as advertising solicitor on 
Scandia and the old Chicago Herald!

Women to Meet Wilson. 

Representatives of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association made arrange- 
ments today for a conference with Presi- 
dent Wilson on Monday, when they will urge 
him to recommend in a message to congress 
an amendment to the federal constitution en- 
titling women to the ballot. 

Whether or not President Wilson makes 
such recommendation, activity in congress 
will begin at an early date. The senate com- 
‘mittee on' woman suffrage had heretofore 
been known as a minority committee.” It 
has not met for many years. Democratic 
leaders notified the Republicans early today. 
that they proposed to enlarge the committee 
and take over the chairmanship. 


Woman Telle of Fight with Mob. 

Some examples of militant suffrage today 
were expounded to the senate committee in- 
vestigating the disorder which attended the 
suffrage parade of March 3. 
Dr. Mary D. Mark of Maryland told of her 
efforts to defend the girls in the parade from 
the attentions of men in the crowd. 

Dr. Mark said that the police all along the 
Une displayed “ jellyfish indifference.”’ , 

“I marched in the Maryland college wom- 
en's section,” she said. ‘The Maryland 
section just ahead of us carried a large Mary- 
land State flag. The police stood by idly 
while the crowd spat on the flag and threw 
lighted cigarette and matches into it. The 
police appeared to get a great deal of pleas- 
ure out of the parade and the antics of the 


crowd. They jeered and amiled at the maroh- 


“One woman who was a marshal of the 
section preceding mine was pinched by men 
all along the line of ch. Police made 
no effort to interfere, I could see them pinch 
her from where I marched. She showed me 
her arm afterward. It was black and blue 
from wrist to shoulder. 


“T saw a man leave the crowd and chuck 


a girl m the line under the chin, tear her 
sash, and try to put his arm around her. I 
went to her assistance and hit him a crack 
on the nose and he disappeared in the crowd. 
I think his nose is swollen to this day.“

The rivers, which join just above Tampico, 
flow throuph the ol] fleids, and during the 
last year eighty steel tanks have been built 
on their banks, all being on deep water, 
About thirty of thege tanks belong to the 
Pearson syndicate or Mexican Eagle Oil com- 
pany,.and the same company is putting up 
refineries here. 

It is a British syndicate, which has also 
large interests in Mexican railwaye and 
mines. Its of] branch hag a paid up capitall- 
sation of 528, 000 000, and the market value of 
the stock is twice that amount. It has alto- 
gether more than a half milion acres of oi] 
land.

This corapany is now erecting storage tanks 
near Tampico, while the Texas company is 
doing likewise on a tract of land of about 
1,000 acreg opposite this port, The latter 
company has already constructed a tempo- 
rary wharf and is shipping oil to the United 
States ports. 

These new oj] fields extend for hundreds of 
miles along the Mexican gulf, The profitable 
wells are acattered all the way from here to 
Vera Crus, and oil has been found in paying 
quantities farther south and on the isthmue 
ofTehuantepec. The exact width of the ter- 
ritory is not defined, but they are atriking oil 
sixty miles back from the sea, end the re- 
gion in which the prospecting is going on is 
said to be about as largeas the state of Ul- 
nois, and over a space twice as large as the 
state of Massachusetts wells have already 
been sunk, 


Big Mexican Gushers, 

Take, for instance, gugber No. 4, or the Po- 
trero del Liano No. 4, which has a capacity 
of 110,000 barrels a day. That well belongs 
to the Pearson syndicate, and I have just had 
a talk with one of the engineers who has to 
do with its working. The hole was bored 
three years ago, When the off was struck ft 
burst forth ina ent stream which ros to a 
height ef 400 feet, and it continued to spout 
for more than three months before it could be 
controled. 

During that time it was pouring ferth 
petroleum at the rate of 5,000 barrels am hour, 
and it covered the whole country with oil.

CONTAGION IN DECLINE, 


Two Hundred and Fifty Less 
Cases than Preceding Week, 
According to Reports. 


The Chicago health department has issued 
a special warning against pneumonia. 

We are now reaching the climax of the 
pneumonia season,“ reads the bulletin. 
“March is almost invariably our worst 
month. April is a little better, but is worse 
than February or January. 
pneumonia death harvest in round numbers 
is 520 in January, 630 in February, 550 in 
March, and 636 in April.“

LONGS SELL OUT 


Further Liquidation Carries 


Near Month to New Lew 
Mark for the Crop. 


BETTER BUYING IN. CORN. 


Local Shorts Take Profits on a 
Idberal Scale; Shipping 
Sales Larger. 


May wheat was again under pressure of 
heavy liquidating sales yesterday and prices 
gold at 88%c for the near month, the lowest 
price on the crop. The July and September 
were relatively firm. July was e off 
and the September unchanged. Commission 
houses have been free sellers of May recent- 
ly and have purchased the September. 

The bear factors were the same as recently, 
the fine crop prospects, liberal receipts, and 
lack of buying demand checking any rally, 
while stop loss selling has been of liberal 
proportions. With the May down to about

In view of the decline there was not much 
eash business reported. Sales here were 50,000 
bu, including a little No. 2 hard wheat to 
exporters. Mills were moderate buyers and 
edvices indicate that mille are buying more 
The farmers 
in winter wheat country east of the Missis- 
ppi have generally held on to their soft 
wheat stocks, but recently there has been 
noted a little more of a selling tendency. St. 
Louis reported sales for export the last week 
of 825,000 bu hard winter wheat, and it was 
the general opinion that the business done 
had been more than reported. 

' Weather conditions continue favorable and 
there is no change in the character of the 
reports. Prospects are unusually bright all 
over the winter wheat territory. Foreign 
crop advices were favorable also, Broomhall 
mot reporting any unesatisfactory features.

IN FOREIGN STOCK MARKETS. 


LONDON, March 16,—The —The approach of the Bas 
ter holidays is restricting business on the stock 
exchange and the market today was narrow and 
uninteresting. Some week end realizing weakened 
consols and Kaffirs, but home rails hardened a 
fraction. American securities were quiet and ir. 
regular. Business was checked by uncertainty 
regarding the Harriman dissolution and fears of a 
poor New Törk bank statement. The closing was 
quiet with value ranging from & above to ½ below 
Friday’s New York closing. Money and discount 
rates were d shade easier. 

‘The stock market was weak early in the weck, 
but later a more cheerful tendency developed and 
the closing was steadier at a fair recovery in 
values. The monetary situation in Berlin and 
heavy selling from that quarter caused renewed 
uneasiness, which was accentuated by fears of 
financial trouble owing to the dear carryover rate 
tor the settlement here. The settlement, however. 
was concluded satisfactorily. The understanding 
that Austria and Russia intended to demobolize 
and the belief that peace in the Balkans js get- 
ting nearer, created a more confident feeling 
and helped a gradual improvement in the foreign 
British sections. Consols closed practically un- 
changed while home rails had the assistance of 
fine traffic reports and fresh investment buying. 

The monetary situation was quite acute early 
on the continental armament question and the 
German gold demands which hardened discounts, 
but ‘rates eased off later with the improved cont}. 
nental outlook. Cash supplies, however, are still 
scarce Owing to the revenue collections.

CATTLE ABOVE NEEDS. 


Big Receipts Come When Pack- 
ers Curb Buying; Sheep and 
Lambs Drop. 


Demand for hogs at Chicago on the closing 
session of the week switched over to the 
heavier weight, which sold at firm to 50 
higher prices, while lightweight offerings 
were easy to Sc lower than on Friday. The 
latter still continued to bring highest prices 
and several loads reached $9.10, the days 
best figure, but they did not command the 
big premium of previous days. Packers paid 
the prices without reluctance, furnishing an: 
outlet for the bulk of the supply at $8.80@ 
9.00, with the average at 88. 88, against $8.87 
Friday. 

An increase of more than 20,000 head in the re- 
ceipts for the week failed to check the upward 
movement of prices and the average for the six 
days reached $8.78, compared with $8.68 the pre- 
vious week, and the highest weekly average made 
since early in October. Shippers’ aggressive buy- 
ing was the prime factor in boosting values, local 
packers finding it impossibie to fill orders in com- 
petition with outsiders until they paid the advanced 
figures installed and sustained by the extensive op- 
erations of the latter.

Revivals in New York

EW TORR.— [Special Correspondence.]—The revival 
season is at hand. It comes with the spring and the 
frayed ends of popular runs in the playhouses. And it 
takes care of several hundred players who are under con- 

tract for a specified number of weeks and who, if their managers 
could not place them, would be drawing salary and doing noth- 
ing—at least nothing profitable—between Easter and the ides of 
May. | 

Mr. Charles Frohman has started the ball with his anniver- 
sary revival of “ Liberty Hall” at the Empire: Mr. William A. 
Brady will follow Easter Monday witk a revival of Divorcons” 
at the Playhouse. The Mesers. Shubert have The Beggar 
Student” in preparation for a spring canter at the Casino, 
Arthur Hammerstein is to do “ The Geisha,” and later in the 
spring Mr. Brady will resurrect Lester Wallack's old play of 
“ Rosedale.” 

The revival of Liberty Hall” is sentimentally interesting. 
It was first done at the Empire in August, 1893, and enjoyed a 
two months’ run, which was a creditable showing at the time. 
It never was extremely popular, but it had a loyal following 
always, and many and many a time has Mr. Frohman been urged 
to revive it. W. H. Crompton, for years one of the best of the 
Umpire players, scored the ‘success of his life as the old book- 
store man, and it was long his ambition, and our ambition for 
him, that he be starred in that role—an ambition, however, that 
was never realized. ‘The old gentleman died in 1909, still beg- 
ging the privilege of playing ee ao 


Stands Long Test Fairly Well. 


The old play, which is by the Richard Claude Carton who 
afterward wrote Wheels Within Wheels,“ Lord and Lady 
Algy,” “Lady Huntsworth's Experiment,” and other poiite 
domestic comedy dramas, stands the test of twenty years fairly 
well. Naturally in that time many of us have had considerable 


(experience with the drama, and with hair tonic, and other things 


that force comparative standards above normal. And though 
we are not yet so aged that our joints creak when we walk—at 
least not loudly—we are old enough to recall hanging eageriy 
over the gallery rail of a theater for fear we might miss a single 
word of the dialogue of this wholesome comedy. And of being 
boyishly ashamed of our tears of sympathy for the kindly old 
gentleman who sought to protect his proud young nieces, only 
to plunge himself and his humble shop into bankruptcy. Even 
now, though we find Liberty Hall“ to be as simple and as 
obvious as a picture drama, the recollection of those original 
performances has a thrill in it. 

In the current revival Mr. Frohman has elected to place the 
romance in the hands of Mr. John Mason and Miss Martha 
Hedman, and they are unsuited to it. It is not a middle aged 
bachelor’s romance, as Carton wrote ft, but a romance of youth, 
and Mr. Mason, excellent actor though he is and vastly experi- 
enced, is no longer young. He carries his 56 years as gracefully 
as any man, but he is neither an eager nor an ardent lover. 

Miss Hedman, gifted and beautiful, a leading woman of tem- 
perament and intelligence to be reckoned with in any considera- 
tion of the future, is still a bit strange to Anglo-Saxon speech 
and manner, and therefore plainly a detached member of any 
stage family she is chosen to represent. Consequently, consider- 
ing that the principal supporting staff of any sentimental comedy 
must be its romance, Mr. Frohman’s revival is, in this particular, 
quite ineffective. 5 

The others are no more happlly cast. Mr. Lenox Pawile, an 
excellent English comedian, fusses with the role of the senti- 
mental bookman, overplaying it in his eagerness to score, and 
Mr. Julian L’Estrange rattles around in the trivial juvenile rale 
Miss Charlotte Ives makes her first local appearance sites the 
announcement of her engagement to Sig.

Throughout the entire scene with Brutus 
Portia continues to utter sentiments of equal 
import.

To them the Revere is not a smoke stained 
old building; they see in it the mellowed rem- 
nants of its youthful good looks. They re- 
member the days of thei’ own youth. Mem- 
ory plays its part and they call to mind many 
of the happy—or, indeed, pathetic—happen- 
ings of other days. 

These old friends feel a real affection for 
the place. With them it is nota question of 
cheapness; it is not even a question of serv- 
ice or convenience. Even if they were over- 
charged for poor service they probably would 
stick to their old friend.

An old actor gets room 4-11-44, for instance, 
It is not a brass bedded, mahogany furnished 
room like those of the loop hotels, but it is 
richly furnished with memories. The old 
actor recalls that day in 81 when he first 
played Chicago after many days on the one 
night stands.

One must watch the experimenters, follow 
the little movements which appear and dis- 
appear, not expecting the ultimate truth 
from any of them, sure that time will put 
each in ite place. Whatever happens, these 
Grst years of our century announce an effio- 
rescence which will be one of the richest in 
the history of art. And it is good to live in 
this time of struggle, when men are rudely 


fighting to capture the new beauty.

But out of this flood which is to carry off 
the merely experimental, the unessentia! and 
bizarre, in modern art, will emerge the vision 
of the new beauty.

That is why every new fashion appears beau- 
tiful only to its inventor. That is why it has 
required centuries to understand truly the 
art of the Japanese, the Hindoos, the negroes, 
the Chinese. The new seems absurd; it 
arouses not admiration but astonishment. 
“Democracy's first vice is lack of respect. 
If an experiment like cubism, which is not 
ridiculous in itself, but only because of Its 
environmeni, had appeared before this jour- 
nalistic age it would have been heard of 
not by all the world but only by those direct- 
ly interested. For our part we think 
that these innovators and others have arrived 
logically, even though in the dark, at their 
present style. The antl-academic researches 
which, for the last half century have preoc- 
cupied every sincere painter, the taste for 
exotic styles too long neglected, the disdain 
of honest men for that kind of officialized 
celebrity which alwaye rewards academic 
imitators, the world’s end voyages of pio- 
neers like Gauguin—all these are enough to

Clive. Bell’s article is more specific. He 
finds the secret of great art in “ significant 
form,"’ and he remains unmoved by merely 
descriptive painting,” from Rembrandt to 
Beenard—unmoved esthetically, that is, how- 
ever he may be stirred tn other ways, by the 
literary or technical qualities of such pic- 
tures. He finds “significant form in St 
Sophia and the windows of Chartres, in Mex- 
ican sculpture, Persian bowls, Chinese car 
pets, in many French, Italian, and Spanish 
primitives, in Giotto, Francesca, and Nicolas 
Poussin, and in scarcely any other artists 
until we arrive at the post-impressionists. 
Among them I find one giant who moves me 
supremely, Cézanne, and several masters 
who stir my wsthetic emotions consicerably,"’ 
among whom Matisse seems to be the chief. 
For mere “illusionists” Mr. Bell has 
‘nothing but scorn. - Realiem is decadenoe, the 
utter forgetting of first principles, the loss 
of all instinct for significant form. “In 
primitive art,“ on the contrary, “you will 
find no accurate representation, you will find 
only significant form. No other art moves 
us so profoundly. Whether we consider Su- 
merian sculpture or pre-dynastie Egyptian 
art, archaic Greek or the Tang masterpieces, 
primitive Byzantine art of the sixth century, 
or that mysterious and majestic art which 
flourished in Central and South America 
before the coming of the white men—in every 
case we observe three common. character- 
istics: Absence of representation, absence

must; untempted, or incompetent, to produce 


illusions, they devote themselves entirely 
to the creation of form. Presently, however, 
the artist is joined by a patron and a pubTic, 
and soon comes a demand for speaking like- 
nesses. While the gross herd clamor for 
likeness, the choicer spirits begin to affect an 
admiration for cleverness and skill. 

The end is now in sight. In Europe we 
watch art sinking by slow degrees from the 
thrilling design of Ravenna to the tedious 
portraiture of Holland, while the grand pro- 
portion, of Romanesque and Norman areni- 


‘tecture becomes Gothic juggling in stone 


and glass. Before the high noon of the re- 
naisfance.art was almost extinct; only nice 
illusionists and masters of craft abounded.”’ 

Now, thinks Mr. Bell, was the time for a 


revival, but it did not come—the traditions — 
ef art remained comatose. Only here and 


there a great master—Poussin, Claude, El 
Greco, Chardin, Cotman—wrestled with the 
coils of convention and created significant 
form. But the revival was delayed until now. 

Like all sound revolutions, post-impres- 
sionism is nothing more than a return to 
first principles. Into a world where the 
painter was expected to be either a photog- 
rapher or an acrobat burst the post-impres- 
stonist, claiming that above all things he 
should be an artist. The movement ie noth- 
ing but the reassertion of the first commandé- 
ment of art—thou shalt create form. By this 


assertion post-impressionism shakes hands 


across the ages with every vital movement 
that has struggled into existence since the 
arts began. 

“ Post-impressionism,” Mr. Bell concludes, 
“is not an isolated movement, but part of 
one of those huge curves into whith we car 
divide the spiritual history of mankind. I 
believe it to be the firet upward stroke fn a 
new curve to which it will stand in the same 
relation es sixth century Byzantine art stands 
to the old. We may compare it with that vital 
spirit which, toward the end of the fifth 
century, flickered into life amid the ruins of 
Greco-Roman realism. Post-impressionism 
has a great future; but when that future is 
present Cézanne and Matisse will no longer 
be called by itsname. They will be the primi- 
tive masters of a movement destinéd to be 
as vast, perhaps, as that which Hes between 
Cézanne and the masters of San Vitale.”

committee on resolutions comprised

Resolved, That we recommend our federal gov- 
ernment to build and maintain an interstate sys- 
tem of highways connecting the capitals of the 
Various states, and with the national capital. . 

In the following resolution all states were 
urged to establish highways departments: 

Resolved, That we advocate the creation, wher- 
ever they do not now exist, of ieffective state de- 


partments of highways in the various states, and 


that copy of this resolution be sent to the governor 
of each state. 
Congress was thus asked to create a starid- 


ing roads committee: 


Whereas, Federal aid for good roads has do- 
come of such nation! interest and importance, 
and 

Whereas, The second federal ald good roads con- 
vention feel that this subject should be considered 
by congress with the greatest care; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That congress be respectfully requested 
to create a standing committee on national roads, 

After the speech of Stanton Warburton of 
Washington, in which he advocated a system 
of national military roads, and put forward 
the proposition of paying for them by a res- 
toration of the tobacco tax of 1879, a resolu- 
tion was passed calling for a renewal! of the 
former tax rate and the use of the excéss in 
building a national or interstate system of 
highways. 

An amendment offered by Representative 
Dorsey W. Shackleford of Missouri, provid- 
ing that the money raised by this taxation 
be set apart as a fund to be applied to the 
construction or maintenance, or both, of 
such roads as congress shall give ald to by 
legislation, recelved only two votes. Mr. 
Shackleford is the author of the proposition 
for the payment of roads rental by the na- 
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tional government for roads used in rural 
tree delivery. | 

The convention committee on resolutions 
was authorized to appear before the joint 
committee of congress on federal aid.

A record breaking exhibition of automo- 
biles and motorcycles, motor accessories, and 
all phases of motor transportation will be 
one of the most distinctive features of the 
Panama-Pacific international exposition in 
San Francisco in 1915. So vast in expanse 
and so rich in mechanical and artistic ac- 
compllshment will this immense exk!bition 
be that it promises to utterly dwarf anything 
of the kind that has ever been attempted. 
Every phase of the advance in the auto- 
mobile in@ustry will be illustrated and many 
new ty of automobile manufactures will 
be shown to the public for the first time. 

The exhibition will be contained in a spe- 
cial building solely devoted to motor trans- 
portation, and it will stand apart and distinct 
from the palace of transportation, which is 
being erected by the exposition. Automobile 
hall will be erected primarily for the benefit 
of American manufacturers of automobiles, 
motorcycles, motor boats, aeroplanes, and 
motor accessories. 

Satisfied that the area of the transportation 
exhibit building did not permit an allotment 
of space sufficient to accommodate auto- 
mobile manufacturers and the allied indus- 
tries, all of which are classified in the ex- 
position Transportation palace, the National 
Association of Automobile Manufacturers 
requested permission to erect a building at 
their own expense in order to obtain space 
necessary for the exhibition of such an indus- 
try as theirs. After nearly a year of negoti- 
ations between the exposition management 
and the national association, an agreement 
has been reached. The palace, which will be 
erected at a cost of several hundred thou- 
eands of dollars, will cover an area of about 
210,000 square feet, or more than five acres. 
It will be about four times as large as the 
Coliseum at Chicago, and in it could be put 
four or five Madison Square gardens pf New 
York. No single industry has ever presented 
an exhibit on half so vast a scale. 


In view of the international character of 
the exposition and its importance to auto- 
mobile manufacturers and of the oppor- 
tunity for trade expansion, the automebile 
manufacturers are planning to make a dis 
play unequaled in any automobile show ever 
organized. 

In the vehicle division of transportation 
exhibits, automobiles are thoroughly classi: 
fied. The department tis divided into rail- 
ways, vessels, vehicles, and aerial naviga- 
tion. This space will be all that is necessary 
for the exhibition of single models for pur- 
poses of award. It is quality not quantity 
that influences the judgment of an interna- 
tional jury. The exposition has made pro- 
vision for such necessary space in the ex- 
hibit palace. This space is free. 

But that it is totally inadequate'to satisfy 
the demands of the automobile industry has 
been manifested by the number of requests 
for space already made to Capt. Asher Car- 
ter Baker, director of exhibits of the Pana- 
ma-Pacific international exposition. Ap-

As outlined by Capt. Baker, this separate 
building, which is to be designed and con- 
structed by the exposition and the plans 
submitted to a committee appointed by sub- 
scribers of the national association, will be 
of sufficient dimensions to accommodate ex- 
hibiters in the method of allotment and oc- 
cupancy customary in the special industrial 
national exhibits. Assessments will be levied 
to cover the cost of the building, with a 
reserve fund for the administration, light- 
ing. and decoration, There will bea uniform 
decoration, to be approved by, the director 
of exbibits and the chief of the department 
of transportation exhibits. Janitor service 
and guards will be furnished by the exposi-

SKETCH OF HALL’S CAREER. 

James Hall was born in Sydney July 22, 1868. 
After leaving school he served an apprentice- 
ship at the plastering trade, but this lasted 
less than a year. His first fight was with 
George White at Botany, Hall weighing 150 
pounds and White 182. Hall won in seven 
minutes. His next battle was with “Star- 
light, which Hall won in twenty-two rounds, 
Hall next met Jack Slavin and defeated him 
in six rounds. Then he beat Jack Malloy in 


six rounds and Jim Nolan, weighing 105 
‘pounds, in three rounds. He then undertook 


to stop Pablofanque in twelve rounds and ac. 
complished it in four. 

Halls next battle was with Jim Fogarty, 
and Hall claims that he had the better of that 
battle, which lasted fourteen rounds, He 
defeated Peter Bollan ina sixteen round con- 
test, and soon after this came his fight with 
Fitzsimmons, who lost in three and a halt 
rounds. He next defeated Eddie Walsh in 
five rounds and Herbert Goddard in four 
rounds. All these batties took place in Syd- 
ney. His next appearance wasat Broken Hill, 
where he was matched against Owen Sulli- 
van, giving away twenty-six pounds. In this 
fight Hall suffered his first defeat. 


Fails to Get Another Go. 

Sullivan won in the eleventh round. Hall 
tried to secure a return match with his con- 
queror, but failed to do so. He stopped Tut 
Ryan, Dan Crodon, and Harry Mace, the 
„Dumme.“ inside of eight rounds each, but 
failed to. accomplish the same feat with Pe- 
ter Bollan on account of the latter’s continu- 
ous clinching. He challenged Joe Goddard to 
an eight round contest, but the match was 
not made. 

Hall's famous battle with Bob Fitzsimmons 
for a purse of $40,000 was decided at New 


Orleans on March 8, 1893. Hall had made 


himself so popular in the southern city that he 
was a strong favorite over Lanky Bob.” 
Two of his stanchest supporters were Char- 
ley Mitchell of England and Jack McAuliffe, 
at that time lightweight champion. The bat. 
tle went, only four rounds. 


Fitz Works His Shift. 

Fitzsimmons weakened Hall in the first two 
sessions by a terrific bombardment, and in the 
fourth landed his wonderful left to Hall's 
chin after working his famous shift, and Hall 
went down for the ten count. The men fought 
at 156 pounds, and both were in perfect shape 
for the battle. The New Orleans club lost 
heavily on the bout and Fitz never received 
his entire share of the purse. } 
Hall's last fight of importance was in 1899 
at Louisville, when he was knocked out by 
Joe Chorynski in three rounds:

one of his weapons. There are plenty of un- 
scrupulous men that are despicably unsuc- 
cessful,

system or not, society has, and he is influenced 
by it, or perhaps it would be better to say 
that he is worridd by it, whether he will or 
no. The man who is not acting in con- 
formity to such a system is often deeply and

Stolen ideas are not wanted by che pro- 
ducer, nor does he approve of your sending 
your scenario to more than one possible pur- 
chaser at a time.

If it is to be worth while 
it needs to be thought over. Don't use a 
hackneyed plot: something different isan 
ancient war cry—but it still holds good.

HE novice should heed the oft repeated 
ed assertion, It's easier to hatch the 
chicks than to reise them Good eggs 
placed ‘In a good incubator run prop- 
erly or placed under a hen will hatch, 
but to properly care for the little creatures 
presents a more difficult problem. To prop- 
erly care for chicks means to supply then 


should have to 
‘ Warmth is the first essential'to their wel 
fare. When hens are used to mother the 
broods there will be no trouble in this direc- 
placed in her charge, but where the artificial 
methods are used improper temperatures are 
apt to cause many losses before the causes 
are detected by the inexperienced. The low 
and irregular temperatures of brooders have 
caused more cases of diseases and deaths 
than any other one thing in the artificial 
brooding of chicks. 

First of all the novice should install a 
brooder which will meet his particular case. 


attention to where the artificial mother fs to 
be located, Whether in a warm rom a falriy 
warm henhouse, or in the yard. There are 
heated indoor, heated outdoor, and fireless 
brooders; all have their advocates. It would 
be far from practical to put a heated indoor 
or a fireless brooder outside during the early 
part of the season, nor would it be econom!- 
cal to purchase an outdoor heated brooder 
for indoor use. These things must all be 
taken into consideration when the equipment 
is obtained. 

One of the late inventions along this line 
is a portable hover which can be used in a 
warm room during the early part of the sea- 
son, and as weather conditions improve it 
can be installed in a colony house or some 
other unheated building. I believe that this 
style of hover will be popular, as it can be 
moved from place to place as occasion de- 
mands, necessitating only one style of equip- 
ment for both indoor and outdoor use. 

* * 


Regulating Temperature. 

Before taking the chicks from the incubator 
and placing them in the brooder it is advisa- 
ble to operate the latter for a day or two, 20 
as to have it heated up and properly regu- 
lated at about 90 degrees. When the chicks 
are then put in the temperature is bound to 
rise, and care should then be taken that this 
does not go much above 96 degrees, witich 
temperature may be retained for the first 
week. The.second week the temeprature 
mould be reduced to about 90 degrees, the 
third week to 85, and after which about 80 
degrees as long as the chicks need brooding, 
An outdoor brooder will need to be régu- 
lated. with weather conditions; cold nights 
should be especially guarded against. 

Chicks not supplied with the proper amount 
of artificial heat will crowd. no matter how 
few are placed in the broodder. It Is in- 
stinct for them to huddle up and endeavor in 
that way to keep themselves warm. When 
the proper amount of heat is given to the 
chicks they will invariably spread out on 
the floor of the brooder and be contented. 
Crowding will result in some being trample4 
to. death, while others. will be retarded in 
their growth, or possibly become affected 

with white diarrhoea. 

Keep the brooder heated until the chicks 
get so far developed that they no longer 
care to go under the hover, when they may 
be removed to the colony houses to make 
room for another brood. Some make the 
mistake of taking the heat away from the 
chicks too soon, with the result that they 


i} will have.a lot of stunted chicks. Leave it 


to the chicks to decide when they should be 
taken from the brooder, and you will always 
be on the safe side. 

Cover the bottom of the brooder with short 
cut alfalfa;.clover, or fine cut straw, which 
should be removed when it gets soiled, the 
bottom sprinkled with a good disinfectant, 
and a new bedding put In. Some also use 
dry dirt and sand for floor covering. 

x * 
Feed for Chicks. 

Feeding is an Important factor in the suc- 
cessful raising of chicks. For the first thir- 
ty-six hours the newly hatched need no feed 
at all, as the yolk of the egg is absorbed, 
furnishing them with sufficient nourigh- 
ment. After this period has elapsed give 
them a supply of fine grit and charcoal, and 
if possible feed them some hard boiled eggs. 
The infertile eggs from the incubator may 
be used for this purpose. Then feed them 
some good commercial chick food, or if this 
is not easily obtainable, give them a mixture 
of steel cut oatmeal, millet seed, and fine 
cracked corn. | 

Never feed any sloppy, wet feeds, as it ha 
a tendency to cause bowel trouble. Give 

‘them plenty of milk or water to drink and 
keep the vessels clean; @ scouring each day 
will not take much timé dnd: will be a pre- 
caution against disease. I would advise using 
a covered fountain which will tend towards 
keeping the water cool and prevent the chicks 
from getting into the same, thus preventing 
the fouling of the water. 

Give the chicks plenty of green food, sprout- 
ed oats, or tender grass, also some fine beef 
scraps or some raw meat cut up fine. They 
relish the latter and it does them much good 
answering the same purpose as insects. 

Keep the little ones busy by feeding the 
ground grain feeds in the litter, and feed 
them four or five times dalily.. =.

Answer—Nbo doubt your birds are affected with 
what is called diphtheritic roup, a most conta 
gious disease. I do not advise doctoring this die- 
ease and would recommend that you kill and burp 
every bird showing signa of infection.. Birds even 
if cured would not be t specimens to breed. from. 
Remove every affected. bird from the others at 
once and thoroughly disinfect the premises. Give 
all the birds, even those not affected, a solution 
of permanganate of potash in the drinking water, 
just enough to color the water. If you wish to doc- 
tor the affected birds, remove them to dry, warn 
quarters, burn out the canker in the throat with 
caustic, use equal parts of creolin and water te 
wann out the nostrils, and apply to eyes, Give 
the potash water a@ mentioned above and feed 
stimulating food.

When Mrs, Wilcox was a small girl, she 
said, she realized that there was a place 
for some such invention as a doll stand. One 
day at play she had been stirred because 
her mar doll could not stand up on his wed- 
ding day. He had to be pinned to the side of 
his bride, whose full satin skirts-enabled her 
to keep erect so long as there were no 
“Jare"’ in her vicinity. 


Mrs. Wilcox lived with this unfulfilled want 


of her childhood days in memory until she 
married.the inventor A. B. Wilcox. He. how- 
ever, was not inclined to bee the possibilities 
of the invention-until he was approached by 
Miss Mary L. Butler, who brought to his 
shop some wires attached to a stand and re- 
quested him to make something to keep a doll 
erect. She wished to present the outfit to 
a small girl at Christmas time.

Tel verition ‘Tedious to Perfect. 


Miss. Butler ingisted that wires about a 
doll's waist, attached to an upright, should 
make the doll stand. Little girls would be 
delighted with some such invention, she 
thought, as they were forever trying to have 
their dolls stand up. The inventor agreed 
to do the best he could. 


He started on a small doll stand, two. 


inches high, kreing te- get the proportions 
harmonlous. The wires for the waist of the 
doll could be neither too large nor too small. 
When they were too small they gripped the 
doll too tightly, and when they were too 
large the doll wes wabbly and would fall 
The upright had to be at the correct angle 
with the base to hold the doll in a position 
that would-net tilt, 

The invention required many months of toil. 
Point after point wae perfected with labor 
Finally a doll stand was made. Miss Butler 
Was pleased. Regularly every year one 
woman ordered one doll stand from the shop 
for some child in her family. Slowly, one 
by one, an order found its way in the attic 
to celight some little girl. 

In the meantime the inventor was experi- 


menting on larger doll stands. He had trouble 


getting the bases of the large sises heavy 
enough to balance the dolls. When he suc- 
ceeded he carried a stand to a department 
store. This was the real beginning of the 
business. The doll stands could de used in 
the. displays advantageously. 


During the first years the’stores had the 
displays of toys only during the Christ- 
mas season. Now they keep open the toy 
departments the year around. This has in- 
creased the sales of doll stands materially, 
as has their use in the infants’ wear sec- 
tions. No merchant will be without the 
stands, when he can get a dozen for $1.50. 


ee * 
Has Changed Children's Play. 

The appearance of the toy sections has 
been changed from a supine to an erect at- 
titude by the doll stand. Where dolls were 
ound lying in showcases and on counters, 
new they stand with alertness, ready to 
reach out to the purchaser. 

In the same way the play of children has 
been revolutionized by the doll stand. Where 
dolls were passive before, lying supinely in 
their cradles, now they are active. With a 
half dozen doll stands a small maid is able 
to put all her dolls im action. She can tilt 
one over a washtub on blue Monday and 
stand another erectly before a clothes line. 
She can have her dolls go on suffrage parades 
in her play house and attend receptions in 
perpendicular correctness. 

Parents order the stands along with the 
dolls for their little girls nowadays, for dolls 
are unable to take pleasing attitudes with- 
out some assistance. Thus one can see what 
the future of such a business is. destined 
to be. + 

The only drawback is that the stands 
never Wear out. The manufacturer must 
constantly seek new customers. By a fresh 
coat of paint a stand is made to look like 
new. It can be painted to harmonize with 
any color of interiors, so when once supplied 
a patron is always supplied. | 

But Mrs. Wilcox is hopeful. ‘' A satisfied 
customer brings another,“ she said. So she 
studies the city directories and lists of the 
names of mefchants and sends samples of 
her doll stands to the small western towns 
seeking new trade. By putting her products 
in the hands of jobbers she eliminates the 
expense of keeping. salesmen. on the road. 
And with all her economy and carefulness 
she is bringing her business up and up to 
the high mark of a ale of 25,000. stands a 
rear.

Why Lands Sell Low. 

Chicago.—[ Forward to the Land. II wish to 
know why lands in Bedford, Amherst, Camp- 
bell, and other counties near Lynchburg, 
Va., are selling at such low prices. Are the 
lands worn out. or is the soil in these coun- 
ties Acht“ and unproductive naturally? 
Can you give me the report of the govern- 
ment soil survey and other information perti- 


nent to the subject, such as climate, produc- 


tions, etc.? H. P. V. 
A federal soll survey of Campbell county, 
in which Lynchburg is located, goes into the 
subject of the so called worn out’ lands 
about which you inquire, this question having 
been made the subject of special investiga- 
tion in a survey of that section made in 


1909: 

Oampbell county,” says the survey re- 
port, “is primarily an agricultural district, 
and while the commercial! and industrial in- 
terests of. Lynchburg are considerable, the 
chief resource of the county is the large acre- 
age of soils capable of high development, 

“Agricultural development of the county, 
from its early settlement, has followed the 
genera! lines of progress so familiar to other 
sections of the east. In the beginning it was 
the crude cultivation of the same staple 
crops that are being grown today—tobacco, 
corn, wheat, oats, vegetables, and grass. The 
lighter solls were employed for growing 
crops because of the ease of cultivation and 
the areas farmed were small. Sheep, hogs, 
and cattle were allowed to range at large 
over the surrounding. country. 
the entire agricultural history of the area to- 
bacco has been the important crop. 

No complete system of growing crops in 
beneficial rotation is practiced over the coun- 
try at large; and little attention is paid to 
the utilization of soils according to their 
crop adaptation. 


XR &* | 
Impoverished Through Clean Culture. 

“The production of corn in the area can be 
made exceedingly profitable. Much of the 
soll is distinctly adapted to corn and under 
proper management heavy yields may be as- 
sured. The average yield is much lower 
than it should be, considering the natural 
preductiveness of the soils. Seed selection 
is an important factor in the production (tf 
this crop. 

Much of the so called ‘worn out’ soils 
are nothing more than areas in poor condi- 
tion, impoverished of their organic matter 
through clean culture methods. They can be 
reclaimed and made highly productive by 
deeper plowing, the incorporation of an 
abundance of organic matter and adequate 
protection against washing. Barnyard ma- 
nures constitute the best form of organic 
matter, and this valuable farm product 
should be conserved more diligently. But. 
since the supply is so utterly inadequate to 
meet demands, the best substitute must be 
employed, leguminous crops plowed under. 

“There is gic. at need for more live stock on 
the farms generally. The grazing season is 
jong and stock can be raised at a minimum 
of expense. Every farm should raise hogs, 
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sheep, and cattle, not alone for the profit 
from the sale of wool, mutton, pork, and beef, 
but for the good results obtained through 
pasturing the lands and the production of 
stable manures, ' 

“Lynchburg, with 20,494 inhabitants, situ- 
ated in the northern part of the county on the 
James river, 16 a railroad center, the largest 
town, and of much industrial and commer- 
cial importance. Rustberg, near the center 
of the county, is the county seat. 

“Climatic conditions are favorable for gen- 
eral diversified farming. The winters are 
moderately cold and the summers usually 
hot. The mean annua! rainfall of forty-four 


mches is well distributed throughout the 


“Most of the land around Lynchburg, in 
Campbell county, as shown by the soil sur- 
vey map, is Louisa loam, with peculiar 
shaped areas of Cecil clay here and there. 

The soll survey report says of this soll and 
its adaptation: 

“The soil of the Louisa loam consists of 
five to mine inches of a grayish brown to red- 
diem brown loam, The subsoil, to a depth of 
about twelve inches, is a brownish red of deep 
red clay loam, which is underlain to a depth 
of many feet by a stiff red clay. The sur- 
face material of this soil, which ocours in 
broad, generally uniform areas over the en- 
tire county, presents some slight, yet notice- 
able variations in certain sections, beth as 
te color and texture. 


Best Type of General Farming Soil. 

“There are occasional areas where rock 
fragments, such as quartz and schists, are 
so numerous over the surface that cultivation 
can be accomplished only with difficulty. 
Such’ local spots are in their present condition 
necessarily of tow agricultural value, except 
for grazing. One of the most conspicuous 
of these is the area lying about three miles in 
a northwesierly direction from Lynch sta- 
tion. 

“The Louisa type of soil is considered one 
of the best of the upland soils for general 
ferming. It is utilized in the cultivation of 
all the usual crops, but chiefly tobacco, corm 
wheat, oats, and clovers. 

“ Corn yields from ten to sixty bushels, ac- 
cording to conditions of soil and distribu- 
tion of rainfall during the growing sea- 
aon, with an average of approximately fifteen 
bushels to the acre. Wheat, usually follow- 
ing tobacco, a well fertilized crop, produces 
from six to thirty busheles, with a probable 
average of ten to fifteen bushels per acre. 
Clovers and cowpeas do well generally, 
though these crops are too often omitted 
from the usual cropping system. Melons and 
other garden truck which give good results 
are grown only for home and local consump- 
thon. 


The Louisa loam is susceptible of com- 
paratively easy improvement and when once 
brought into good condition can be main- 
tained at a productive point by careful man- 
agement, especially by practicing those 
rotations that include the legumes. It pos- 
sesses a loamy character that renders i 
ainenable to cultivation over a rather wide 
range of moisture conditions without tmpair- 


ment of its physical condition. 


“In the absence of stable manures for in- 
creasing the productiveness of the soil, the 
process of green manuring is desirable. Clo- 
vers and cowpeas in a rotation suitable tothe 
needs of the individual farmer will be found 
beneficial. The legumes do well and too 
much consideration cannot be paid to. this 
method of making more productive the low 
yielding acres of this naturally productive 
type. 
The typical Louisa loam has a value of §8 
to $50 an acre, according to location and the 
character of improvements. 

The soil of the Cecil clay, to a depth of 
from four to nine inches, consists usually of 
a reddish brown to red clay loam. The sub- 
soil ig a stiff, tenacious red clay, which er-

Need of the Leguminous Crops. 


Areas of Cecil clay are scattered over 
the county end are especially numerous 
in the northern, western, and southwestern 
portions where the topography is rolling to 
hilly and broken. The type usually occurs 
on the slopes, though several areas mapped 
occupy rolling uplands and plateau-like ele- % 
vations. 

_ “The Cecil clay is locally known as red 
land and is regarded as the strongest soil 
of the area for general farming. The stiff, 
heavy character of the soil necessitates the 
use of substantial teams and farming im- 
plements, if thorough cultivation is to be 
given it, and without this the natural. pro- 
ductiveness of the land cannot be maintained. 
The wornout condition of much of this 
type is due to light, shallow tillage and an 
inconsiderate method of cropping, both prac- 
tices being conducive to certain deterioration 
Improved areas of this soll return valuable 
yields of the general farm crops—tobacco, 
wheat, corn, clovers, and grasses. 


“ Wheat produces from seven to twenty 
bushels to the acre, with an average yield 
of ten to fifteen bushels under the usual 
methods of cultivation. Corn averages about 
twenty-five bushels tothe acre, with the min- 
imumand maximum extremes ten to seventy~ 
five bushels respectively. The type is a de- 
sirable soil for corn and high yields can be 
consistently maintained.. Oats do fairly well, 
though the crop is grown on a smal! scale 
and is usually cut and fed in straw. 

“ Throughout this type, as well as over the 
county at large, there is a great need of a 
more general use of the leguminous crops 
with a view to soil improvement. 

“The value of the typical Cecil clay its 
determined by its location and the condition 
of improvements, varying from $10 to $50 
an acre.” .

Care of the Shoes. 

When not in use the shoes stretched on trees 
should be placed upright in an airy closet. 

If the shoes are cleaned every day and oiled 
once a month they will last much longer. Oil 
them especially on the soles and about the 
gtitchea, where the uppers join the soles. 
This makes them waterproof for winter. For 
this purpose pure neatsfoot or castor oll is 
good. 


The heels should alwaye be kept n good re- 
pair. Rubber heels Will prevent the jarring 
that comes otherwise from the contact of 
the heele with the floor or pavement. Always 
keep the shoes well polished. 

The neat ehoe stamps the well bred girl as 
no other part of her dress, unless it be the 
glove, while a careless, siovenly shoe wil! 
spoil the effect of the most elaborate gown. 

The habitual wearing of high heeled ehoes 
leads to shortening of the calf muscles and 
finally to breaking down of the arch.

Stockings should not be too snug. They 
should be elastic and large enough to allow 
for the expansion of the foot in walking. 
The foot may become distorted so gradually 
by gentle pressure that you will be conscious 
of no pain. 

Short stockings are as pernicious as short 
shoes. 

The shoes should fit the feet perfectly and if 
you cannot buy a satisfactory ready made 
shoe you would far better do without some- 
thing else and have your shoes made to order, 
There should be no spring or bending upward 
of the front of the shoe. 


As to the heel, it should, as a rule, be mod- 
erately low and broad. Shoes when first 
worn should fit, for if properly made tight 
shoes will not Stretch. The shoe should be 
three-fourths of an inch longer than the foot, 
for the foot works forward in walking. Short 
shoes force the toes back and finally the joints 
become distorted and bulge out on the sides 
and above, and thus corns, bunions, and other 
disorders are developed. 

Remember: Perfect, healthful eee 
of blood includes the toes as well as any other 
part of the anatomy, and a correctly poised 
body means ease and grace.

Tri rimming: with Strands of Tubing. 

I wonder if you knuw what a great variety 
ot trimming suggestions can be gotten with 
arrow tubing, either made from the same 
material if it is light weight enough to per- 
mit it or of matching silk or satin. 

By the tubing, I mean the narrow bias fold, 
about an inch and a quarter wide, which is 
folded in half, then stitched about a half inch 
from the folded edge and the whole is turned 
inside out.’ This can be easily done by put- 
ting a safety pin at one end, then runping it 
through the hole, drawing the end through 
with it until the whole is inside out or rather 
fightside.out. “Of course, if you wish you 
can put a cable cord through this to make it 
firmer, but it isn’t necessary. 

For just trimming it is effective to take 
three or four strands of the tubing and knot 


them at intervals, then spread them apart 


and sew them on with a loose slip stitch. 

Let me try to explain more clearly just 
What I mean, Say that we have four strands 
of the tubing, No. 1, 2, 3, and 4 respectively. 
Pin them to the edge of a table cloth or bed 
and then knot them; that is, knot one and two 
together and three and four together, each 
two inches from the pinging. Then two 
inches from those knots put another, just 
using two and three, which will be thre inside 
ones. Then two inches beyond that knot 
bring one and two together and three and 
four together, and keep on in this way until 
you have as much of the trimming as vou 
will need for your frock. 

When putting ip the knots of this sort meas- 
ure down the required two inches and put 
your fingers abore the mark, letting the nail 
of the thumb dome right on the two inch

Self-Material or Matched Silk. 

An attractive buckle tor the top of a sash 
can be made of the tubing. Cut the shape of 
the buckle from a pliable piece of cardboard 
and cover it with a piece of the same mate- 
rial as the sash; an oval is a good shape, one 
about six inches long and three and a half 
inches wide and the inside cut out to leave 
the frame shaped cardboard about three- 
quarters of an inch wide, or you might use the 
same measurements for an oblong one. 

When the cardboard has been covered with 
a piece of the satin take the tubing and, 
using it as a piece of cord or embroidery lk. 
work it over the cardboard in a buttonhole 
or blanket: stitch until the entire surface is 
covered. 

Of course, it does not look well to have the 
@o-called stitches too much in a bunch and 
not too far apart. so it is well to space them 
evenly apart, perhaps leaving about three- 
eighths of an inch between the part that goes 
over the cardboard, 

Naturally there are any number of inter- 
esting things that one can make from tubing 
of this sort and really it is quite fun, too, to 
try out your own ideas. Frogs are espe- 
cially attractive made from this. Taking the 
same idea as in the buckle, but instead of 


using a piece of cardboard as a foundation 


take a loop of the tubing, say, using a piece 
of the material about six inches long to make 
the loop, then sewing it fast and then cover- 
ing it with the so-called stitches. Then when 
that has been done, leave another loop so that 
it can be attached to a button, thus making 
a frog of it. 

Often when a soutache seems a rather ordi- 
nary trimming little things can help it consid- 
erably; that is, instead of putting it on just 
plain it can be braided loosely, using three, 
four, or five strands to do the braiding with. 
Or, for that matter, you might braid the tub- 
ing, too, and really get a nice effect. 

Another trimming that is effective and yet 
Inexpensive is made from either self-ma- 
terial, if that is thin enough to be gathered 
easily, or from silk or satin of matching color. 


Cut the material in bias strips, say about 


an inch to an inch and a halt. and hem it at 
each edge with a tiny hem, or. rather, a hem 
as tiny as you can make it. I think that using 
a hemmer on the sewing machine is the best. 

Then through the center run a row of shir- 


ring diagonally from one hem to the other 


and then back to the first, letting the shirring 
strike the one hem and points, say, three 
inches, then six, then nine, and so on, and 
then the shirring would strike the other hem 
in the exact half points—that is, at an inch 
and a half, then four and a half and seven and 
‘@ half; and 80 on. 

Of course this may be applied to any width 
of material, according to the use that you in- 
tend putting it to. It is pretty made narrow, 
say, cutting the fold to a half inch wide, then 
using it to make ornaments at the closing 
of a belt or girdle or following the outline of 
a buckle. 

It is well to remember when making tubing 
or allowing soutache for braiding that !t nat- 
mrally takes up the length of the fold, so 
when you are cutting off the strips allow five 
or six extra inches on every yard, for the 
braiding will take up that amount. 

When making tailored dresses, or one 1e 
dresses that have a tailored appearance, the 
best thing in place of a belt is to turn the 
edge under at the top of the waist line, then 
put a piping of either the same material or 
satin to match; and I think that it would be 


advisable to put a cord in the piping, then 


atitch it just below the piping, and ff you like 
you might make it two or three rows about 
an elghth of an inch between each.

as they are tailor made they are not so gen- 
erally understood. The first suit worn after 
a boy is out of short dresses is the bloomer 
suit; this he wears from the time he is a 
year and a half or two years old—according 
to his size—until he is 5 or 6. Then he grad u- 
ates from the suit and wears knickerbockers 
and a blouze—as being more manly—and at 
the age of 8 assumes knickerbockers and a 
Norfolk or sack coat—the Norfolk being 
much better for a lad of this age. This he 
wears until he is old enough and tal enough 
to wear long trousers and a regular man’s 
coat. 

First let me advise all mothers to dress 
boys wearing bloomer suits in washable, 
rather than woolen, materials, even for the 
winter. They may wear warm undercloth- 
ing, as it is imperative they should be warm; 
but instead of a stuffy serge, which is most 
dificult to keep absolutely clean, a linen or 
cotton fabric in dark blue, or even white, 10 
far preferable.

Eds er Dishes. 

We have been experimenting with the meat 
question and have come to the conclusion 
that a bod roast is no more expeysive in the 
end thah the so-called cheaper cuts of meat. 
A leg of lamb is served hot for the first dinner 
and cold with a substantial addition of 
spaghetti and tomato, preceded by soup, for 
the second dinner. When it can no longer be 
sliced from the joint all the meat is cut in 
small pieces and prepared a la Creole, or 
Spanish, with the addition of minced onion, 
celery, green peppers, and a cup of tomatoes. 
This dish well seasoned and served on toast 
makes an appetizing meal, 

A two rib “standing roast’ of beef is 
utilized: in. the same way, except that the 
last beef dish consists of hash with plenty 
of green peppers. This is especially delicious 
if made with leftover creamed ‘potatoes in- 
stead Of the usual plain boiled ones. 

The “bones and “trimmings” from all 
roasts are used for soup, 60 I rarely have to 
purchase @ soup bone, .Whenever I do the 
meat fg uged in a meat pie. With the soup 


made from remnants of a roast of lamb I use 


carrota, onions, and coarse barley; for beef 
soup, whatever vegetables I happen to have 
the addition of half a can of tomatoes. 
brown all stale bread to serve with soup, 
gs it is cheaper and much more nourishing 
and healthful than crackers. I never con-

Doubtful Economies. 

I desire to enter a protest against some 
forms of economy utged by others, such as 
the reduction of the milk bill and the ex- 
clusion of the dessert. Milk isclassed as one 
of the most perfect and complete of foods. 
Especially where there are children in the 
family it seems most unwise to cut this valu- 
able article out of the diet. 

As to desserts, I believe in a variety of 
foods. 

In a state orphanage where 400 children 
were housed the breakfast and supper were 
a good allowance of bread and milk; with 
+} soups and some variety of foods, at noon, 
but a distressing sore eye became epidemic. 
The house physician ordered some acid or 
fresh vegetable food every day, cold slaw, 
pickle, or some such article of food. The 
disease was similar to scurvy. 

Dried fruits form most satisfactory des- 
serts, in small quantities, if necessary. Nuts 
are good; the peanut. salted, eaten with the 
meal and well chewed, is food. 

Cookies may be inexpensive,’and these 
things are dear to the heart of the child. 
This simple recipe is a favorite: One cup 
shortening, two cups good molasses, two 
heaping teaspoons soda, one cup water, one

Saving the Pennies. 
During five years’ experience in house man- 


. aging we have found numerous ways to en- 


omize. From our little garden in the back 
yard, which my husband carries on night 
and morning, we raise radishes, lettuce, 
green onions, also string beans, beets, and 
tomatoes, for summer use. And last year 
I canned twelve quarts of beans, fifteen 


- quarts of beets, and eighteen cans tomatoes, 


besides having green tomatoes for piccalillt 
and pickles. 

The wax beans I cleaned, packed tk Mianen 
jare, put in a teaspoon salt, and covered 
with cold water, then put the jars In a boiler 
filled with cold water and cook two hours. 
They keep fine and taste like fresh string 
beans, 

Take the beets when young and sweet, and 
cook until tender, then peel and put in weak - 
ened vinegar until heated through, and seal 
in Mason jar. They may be sliced and 
used for @ sour pickle, using stronger vine- 
gar, or left whole and served as a vegetable 
by adding a little butter and spices if one 
wishes, and serving hot. Weare not afraid 
of being poisoned eating the tomatoes, and 
find them very handy to have ready for use, 
as they can be served in 0 many ways. 

Counting the cost of seed and gas bill, our 
canned vegetables averaged less than 4 cents 
a can, as I had the jars, and one full quart 
goes as far as two tin cans at 15 cents per 
can. 

We bug carrots and parenips in the fall, 
packing them in boxes of dirt, and our pota- 


toes are kept in a dry place, so the vegetables 


keep firm and sound until used, and the pen- 
nies saved on the pecks soon amount to dol 
lars. 

We started buying just the necessities and 
paying cash for everything, and soon had 
enough money saved so we could take ad- 
vantage ot bargalns and buy everything in 
large quantities, thus saving several cents 
on each article. 

Once or twice a week I buy skimmed milk 
from the milkman and make cottage cheese. 
This is seasoned nicely and made in patties 
weighing a half pound or more. So we have 
all we can eat and sell several patties to the 
neighbors for 10 cents each. So I make a good 
profit om the cheese. 

Another Nttle saving when making confeo- 
tionery icing for cakes: Heat milk to the 
boiling point and mix with the sugar, which 
saves buying cream and tastes just as good. 

When coffee is left from breakfast I pour 
hot milk in when piping hot and warm it up 
for lunch, and we prefer this to fresh made 
coffee. I try out ieaf lard, which is so much 
purer than the store lard, and save about 6 
cents a pound on it. 

In the fall I buy a large piece of rump beef 
and cook until tender. Then run this and 
apples through my food chopper, and add 
spices, sugar, molasses, raisins, and cider 
and cook all together, then seal air tight. 
This keeps for mince pies all winter and is 
cheap. 

A great deal may be saved on clothes. 
For instance, I buy carefully and have one 
good dress made in the latest style and a 
second best for more common wear. By tak- 
ing care of these one can look as well dressed 
as the women who have four or five gowns, 
which go out of style so quickly they get Itytle

Irregular Income Blessing. 
What a boon this department would have 


been to me thirty years ago, when I, an inex- 
perienced wife, began housekeeping! I have 
read. with interest all your letters and know 
they are practical from my years of experi- 
ence. 

This winter I have waved in fuel greatly by 
the use of a fireless cooker, using it for bak- 
ing as well as cooking. Since Oct. 21 I have 
used less than one ton of soft coal in the 
kitchen range, doing my washing and ironing 
as well as cooking. 

When ironing I cover irons so they heat 
with leas fuel. When washing I begin with 
an abundance of boiling water and am able 
to keep clothes white and free from stains 
without boiling clothes, and thus use less 
fuel and am not liable to take cold in a hot 
and steamy kitchen. I have used all kinds 
of fuel at different times, and find that a 
little water poured on hard or soft coal and 
coke increases the heating properties. A 
teacupful on a hod of coal is sufficient for 
base burners. 

At one time our income was irregular, and 
it was a blessing in disguise. As we always 
paid cash ft was necessary at such times to 
make the most of what was on hand. 

If some garments were needed, from my 
bag of muslins I fashioned a neat garment 


from several different pieces for my little 


folks. In need of a skirt, from my bag of 
linings several pieces of black materials, with 
a little planning made the desired garment; 
and so on. 

As I have always had to save in time as 
well as money, all spools of silk were placed 
in my silk box, to be found in a moment for 
mending a garment. I thereby discovered I 
often saved the price of a spool of silk. 

By adding a teacup of starch to the last

Emerald Isle Center of Learning. 

In the vatican glibrary are maps and charts, forming 
part of the reports made by the early Irish missionaries 
to show their wanderings over the earth, which disclose 
the fact that for centuries the Irish had more accurate 
geographical knowledge of the earth than was possessed 
by any other people of the period. 

Ireland at this time was indeed the center of learning. 
It was the most enlightened country in all western Ru- 
ope. Its scholars were in the front rank among the 
learned men of the world. The Irish philosophers were 
famous for their acuteness of mind and their wealth of 
intellectual attainment. Irish monks were esteemed far 
and wide for their unusual artistic skill. 

It is claimed the true shape of the world was recog- 
nized in Ireland before Copernicus and fully 500 years 
before the birth of Galileo the solar system was fully 


understood and taught with an advanced knowledge of 


astronomy. * 


The renaissance began in Ireland 700 years before it 
was known to Italy. Armagh. the religoius capital of 
Christian Ireland, was the metropolis «* civilization. 
Students came from Spain and other countries. For cen- 
turies Dugland had no place of learning outside of the 
schools attached to the monasteries which were -founded 
by the, Irish missionaries. 

Nor was St. Patrick's influence less at home. The Celts 
covered their little island with churches and they opened 
innumerable schools all over the land.

Mount Slemish, above 
the valley of the Braid, in County Antrim, that the heart

Similarly, ancient Tara, the old abode of kings, sit- 


uated about twenty-five miles from Dublin in County 
Meath, is closely identified with St. Patrick’s name. 
There he went first on his mission of conversion. 

St. Patrick must have known intimately the ‘beautiful 
lakes of Killarney in County Kerry, for in this neighbor- 
hood he sojourned seven years. On an island in the lakes, 
then known in the Irish language by the name Lough 
Lene (the Lake of Learning). he established a church 
which in the seventh century grew into Innisfallen abbey. 

This part of ‘Ireland he loved especially. Then, as 
now, the soft bewitching beauty of the scenery thereabouts 
was celebrated far and wide, as the tenth wonder of Ire- 
land. The mountains surroundin, the waters were em- 
bowered in yew and evergreen and oak and purple leaved 
arbutus, whose flowers hung in white rich clusters. The 
noise of cascades falling echoed and reéchoed when they 
struck the waters of the lake. 

A few miles away from the town of Killarney, just 
beyond Kate Kearney’s cottage, scon «fter one enters 
Dunlow's gap, there is a place which in local tradition 
is the scene of an important incident in St. Patrick's life.

On two lengthy 
sledge runuers bent up in front and con- 
nected by a curved bow are placed the diver’s 
seat and protective shell, and to the right 
aud the left are tatike supplied with air from 
steel cylinders. As long as the tanks are 
filled with air the diver floats on the top of 
the water, bat when he discharges some of 


the air the sledge will glide to the bottom 


without any per eptible shock. - In order to 
return to the surface the divert has only to 


force the water out of the tanks with com- 


pressed air, 

The air regenerating apparatus which is 
strapped to the diver’s back contains a tele- 
phone set connected by long cable to the 
towing boat, so that be is in constant com- 
munication with his assistants above. . The 
average duration of time that h» will be able 
to stay below the surface is three hours. 

It is claimed the queer vehicle moves with 
the same swiftness and ease threugh the 
water that the aeroplane does and submarine 
travel is predicted as a néw sport for the 
near future.

What should yoo 
de? At all costs you should obey the first 
law of nature, which is self-preservation, 
You would be horribly startled, of course, 
‘but the burglar would be much dismayed 
and you could move faster than he, therefore 
you should leap backwards for the door, shut 
yourself outside it, lock it (if the key has 


pened to be outside) and spring quietly up- 
stairs or downstairs.

You should make as much noise as pos- 
sible, because noise is the finest weapop 
in the world against a burglar.

DUBUDOUT, à French scientist, 

has recently given out some start 
die ling facts, which: appear to show 
-*. that the tendency of woman to talk 
‘te ‘actually growing less, and that if this 
alarming decline keeps up the woman of 
a thousand .years from now may be man's 
silent partner, speaking seldom and only when 
words are absolutely necessary. 

“This strange change,” he says, “can be 
explained in several ways.

And the price at which all of this artificiality is pro- 


duced! It is enormous. ‘Two million dollars is not too 
high an estimate on the sums spent annually in main- 
taining the New York complexion. Besides the rouge 
and the eyebrow blackening aud the powder there are 
the cold creams and the liquid preparations to put on 
and let dry before the final colorings are applied. Then 
there are the shops where hours of preparatory kneading 
and of strong electric currents are applied to the face 
and neck before the work of “ finishing” is begun. O, 
if you considered the cost of the New York complexion 
in terms of time consumed, admitting that the time of 
those getting the complexion has a value (which is a 
large admission), one hesitates to say what the figure 
would be.

But “ Feugh 4 ballagh” isn’t beard now on St, 
Patrick's day. Boy 
HY don’t the Irish of Chicago honor 
the memory of St. Patgick with a 
street parade on March 17, as in 
former years? is a question often 
heard on the anniversary of the day. 

There are two reasons, the pringipal one be- 
ing that the “old timer from the Emerald 
isle, who would rather march than eat, is no 
longer here tg celebrate. He has gone to his 
“long home.” he other reason is that the 
Roman Catholic clergy, alarmed at the-large 
number of deaths from pneumonia following 
the last two or three parades, discouraged the 
annual turnout. 

St. Patrick's day for the last half a cen- 
tury, with few exceptions, bas been a day of 
snow and slush, or rain and mud. Sometimes 

in Chicago it included all four discomforts. 
With advancing age the “harp,” as he was 
irreverently called by the younger generation, 
was less able to withstand the rigors of a long 
tramp in the inclement weather, and death 
claimed many victims, which the priests at- 
tributed to the Celt's love of marching. ' 

For years before the abandonment of the 
parade the clergy had talked and preached 
against the annual custom, but their advice 

unheeded. In 1901, after the last turn- 
out, an appeal was made to the leaders of 
Irish societies, and that sealed the doom of 
the Patrick's day parade. There has been no 
“ould time” celebration in Chicago since 
then, and it isn't likely that the custom will 
ever be revived. | 

The first Patrick's day parade in this city 
was in 1843, when the population was about 
12,000. The Montgomery guard, a militaty 
organization composed exclusively of Irishmen, 
was organized the previous year by Patrick 


Kelly, W. B. Snowhook, Henry Cunningham, 


Michael O’Brien, and others. During the 
winter of 1842-43 balls and parties were held

Parades of Long Ago. 

The parades of early days started from the 
Irish armory at Randolph and Wells streets, 
across from tlie Briggs house. In later years 
the place of rendezvous was changed to Hay- 
market square, where it remained until the 
abandonment of the annual processjon. 

Besides the Irish military organisations that 
marched in the old time parades other bodies 
that participated were the United Sons of 
Erin, the Hibernian Henevolent society, the 
United Sons of St. Patrick, the Knights of St. 
Patrick, and the Father Mathew temperance 
societies. Later on came the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians, the Irish Rifles, the Montgom- 
ery Light Guard, the Mulligan Zouaves, the 
Clan-na-Gaels, the Hibernian Rifles, church 
sodalities, and Catholic fraternal orders. 
Along about the year 1890 Gaelic athletic 
clubs, including the Emmets- the Grattans, the 
Innisfails, the O’Connellst and the Wolf Tones 
infused new life: into the annual celebration. 

Originally St. Patrick's church was in 
Desplaines street, near Randolph, and that 
was one reason, perhaps, for the changing of 
the rendezvous from the Irish armory to Hay- 
market square. After mass at St. Patrick's 
church, which was attended by as many of 
the marchers as could crowd into the edifice,

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A Memorable Wartime Procession. 

Probably the most memorable parade in lo- 
cal history was that of 1862. It was led by 
the Irish brigade from Camp Douglas, Col. 
Mulligan and what was left of his regiment 
(the Twenty-third Illinois) after the battle 
of Lexington returned to Chicago by order of 
the war department and opened recruiting 
headquarters at the camp. He had filled the 
regiment to the maximum again, when at the 
request of Trish citizens he consented to take 
part in the Patrick’s day parade. The torn 
and tattered flag which had been presented to 
the regiment by the citizens of Chicago the 
previous year was carried at the head of the 
procession. As the marchers moved through 
the streets that were lined with cheering 
throngs the demonstration accorded Mulligan 
and his brigade is remembered to this day by 
those who witnessed it. | 

It was considered a great honor to be grand 


" marshal of the parade, and some years it re- 


quired no small amount of “ wire pulling” to 
win the coveted prize. Phil Conley used to 
tell a story of a Kerry man who, after being 
in the country enly a year or two, essayed 
to be grand marshal of the Patrick's day 
parade. 

“What have you ever done for Ireland to 
recommend. you?” Conley asked him at a 
meeting at which the marshal was to be se- 


lected.

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Story of the Last Parade. 

The last parade was led by Robert Mona- 
han, who still has hopes that he will live to 
see another Patrick’s day turnout. 

“Faugh a ballagh (clear the way) was 
the shout as the marchers moved away from 
Haymarket square on their long peregrination. 
The line of march would be something like 
this: f 

South in Desplaines street to Harrison, west 
to Halsted and Blue Island avenue, out Blue 
Island avenue to Twelfth street, west to 
Throop street, and countermarch to Halsted ; 
south in Halsted to Highteenth, east to State 
street, and south to Monroe; then west to 
Clark street and north, passing the court- 
house and city hall, to Indiana street and 
west to Desplaines; south in Desplaines to 
Adams, where the parade would disband. 

If it were a fine @ay “ under foot” some of 
the marchers would keep on going until 
stopped by darkness. Houses along the line 
of march were decorated with United States 
flags and green banners of Ireland. Street 
cars also were decked out with flags and bunt- 
ing. 

At the head of each division in the parade 
a band played “ Garry Owen,” “ St. Patrick’s 
Day in the Morning,” “ Wearing of the 
Green,” or “The White Cockade.” With 


St. Patrick's day was the first appearance 
of the Montgomery guard in uniform, and 
they paraded the downtown streets, which 
were unpaved, with the old Chicago band 
leading the way. There were no Irish societies 
in the city at that early day, but several hun- 
dred men who came from Ireland fell in be- 
„bind the guardsmen and marched in honor of 
St. Patrick. | 


The Montgomery Suard, it may be said in 
passing, was the first independent military 
company organized in Chicago that had. suff- 
cient vitality to become historical. It survived 
the Mexican war and the period of peace suc- 
ceeding, even to the breaking out of the rebel- 
lion in 1861, when with the Emmet guard and 
the Shields guard it formed the nucleus of 
Col. James A. Mulligan's famous Iris bri- 
gade.” | 

The Emmet guard and the Shields guard 
were both organized in 1854, and beginning 
about this date the St. Patrick's day demon- 

stration assumed considerable proportions. 
"Thousands of yout Irishmen who had fied 
from their native land on account of the fam- 
ine of 1847 found a refuge in Chicago, and it 

/was they who for half a century kept alive 
the spirit of the day. Between 10,000 and 
15,000 men used to march in the parade dur- 
ing the decade from 1870 to 1880. 

To these old timers the abandonment of the 
annual procession was a sad blow. Some of 
them who had marched in every Patrick’s day 
parade for fifty years reported as usual at 
Haymarket square on the next anniversary of 
the saint’s death, carrying their regalia with 
them. They refused to believe that the an- 
nual parade was a thing of the past, and not 
until they came within sight of the old meet- 
ing place and saw it deserted would they 
give in. 

R * 
Greatest Day of All. 

Though much of the glory and glamour of 
the day vanished with the Abandonment of the 
parade feature, Ireland’s sons and daughters 
are as loyal to St. Patrick as ever. It was he 
who christianized the Emerald isle during the 

Fifth century, and he finished his labor, we 
are told, by driving all snakes, reptiles, and 


toads into the sea. The Irish people are 


faithful to his memory, and with music and 
song, speeches and feasting they will celebrate 
tomorrow and tomorrow night in all parts of 
the city. 

To the old timer St. Patrick's day was the 


him. His shirtgwas always too tight for him, 
although it was two or three sizes too large, 
and if he couldn't insert bis whole hand in- 
side the band he'd say it was choking him.

The Hat His Father More. 

With the assistance of the wife and eld- 
est daughter, if there was one in the family, 
he succeeded after much difficulty in getting 
into his clothes. His stovepipe hat, which he 
kept in a bandbox under the bed, was left for 
the last. It would have been a sacrilege for 
any hand but his to have touched that fuzzy 
hat of ancient vintage. When he brought it 
forth from its hiding place there was a strong 
smell of moth balls. Brushing of the hat was 
usually accompanied by the singing of a song 
in a low, crooging voice. It ran in this fash- 
ion: |

It would 
have been a- crime for the old timer to have 
shown any sign of vanity.

Colonel Was Out in the Cold. 

It is told of the late Col. Finerty, who 
led the parade one year in the 708, that a 
remark which he was alleged to have made 
‘regarding the length of the mass at St. Pat- 
rick’s church caused his defeat for clerk of 
the Superior court. The day was particularly 
cold and blustery, and the mass was unusually 
long. 

Before going to Haymarket square Col. 
Finerty, who was a practical Catholic, had at- 
tended mass in his own parish. Several im- 
portant matters relating to the parade de- 
manded his attention, and he did not attend 
services at St. Patrick's church. Hundreds of 


: those who participated in, the march, how- 


ever, were there, and the procession could not 
start until mass was over. 

Astride of his horse Col. Finerty chafed at 
the delay, and he sent one of his aids to the 
church, four blocks south in Desplaines street, 
to see what was keeping the marchers. The 
aid returned with the information that mass 
was about over. 

O, botheration to the mass,” the colonel 
was accused of saying. He was chilled to 
the marrow. 

The following November- he ran for clerk 
of the Superior court against John J. Healy, 
and the remark he was charged with having 
made was brought up against him. It was 
told with variations, and resulted in the col- 
onel’s defeat. 

What great fun there was in the old days 
at the dances which were held in the town 
market houses. One of these was in State 
street, between .Randolph and Washington; 
another was at Randolph and Union, in Hay- 
market square, and one more on the present 
site of the county jail. Thousands of Irish 
men and women attended these social affairs, 
at which many a “match” was made. 

Of course there were other dances besides 
these large public balls. Every piper and 
fiddler in the city was in great demand that 
night. The droning of the pipes and the rasp- 
ing of the fiddle were heard at some of these 
places until daybreak. 

Some of the old timers—there are not many 
of them left—will get together tomorrow and 
tell of the big parades and the jig and the 
ree] that followed in the evening. The old 
pipers and fiddlers have been dead these many 
years, and thousands of those who danced at 
the town market houses also have gone to 
their last rest. But the memory of St. Pat- 
rick is still revered by those who have come

through friends and he acted like a gentleman. This 
wrong sort of men stuff will all have to go now. The 
sorority girl will be protected. 

Whenever we hear anything against a man we are 
going to put his name up before the committee on 
Johns.’ If they decide that the man in question is not 
the sort who ought to go with a Theta Delta, his name 
is put-on the black list. Any girl who knowingly goes 
with a manewhose name is on the black list is fined, 
and if the offense is repeated without a sufficient excuse, 
she is expelled and her credentials taken away.

Some of the offenses which will put men on the black 
list are, according to the rules of the committee on 
Johns,” “treating a girl in a way he would not treat 
a sister or a girl he had met at bis mother’s home and 
“frequent intoxication.” ‘The married man, hitherto 
qvite prominent among stage door Johns, iq put on the 
black list as soon as it is discovered that he is married. 
And he stays on the black ist ac long as he has a wife. 

“Of course Theta Delta isn’t a matrimonial agency,” 
said one of the pretty charter members, “ but if we see 
that a girl bas a chance of making a good match we 
help it along as much as we can, and chorus girls are 
pretty clever at that sort of thing. We introduce elegible

Ife in Fort Sheridan is quite the most un- 
romantic thing you can think of.

There is the Twenty-seventh United States 
infantry regiment, composed of three bat- 
talions; one battalion of the Nineteenth 
United States infantry, and one squadron of 
the Fifteenth United States cavalry. There 
are from fifty to seventy-five men in a com- 
pany, and as there are twenty companies at 
Fort Sheridan, sixteen infantry and four cav- 


alry, that makes quite a number of soldiers.

Sometimes Attends the Movies. 

A soldier must know how to load a gun, 
how to fire it and how to hit the object he 
is aiming at, but he must know also—and it 
is just as important, as far as his happiness

An 
inherited political sense and a keen insight 
into the workings of the political mind, com- 
bined with remarkable executive ability, have 
made the work done by Mrs. Blatch and the 
women in her organization with the legisia- 
tors at Albany of ‘inestimable value to the 
euffragists in the state. ;

When the réferendum was assured for 1915 
Mrs. Nora atch de Forest, the daughter 


of Mrs, Blatch, gave up her profession in 
‘order to take the office of general secretary 


for the union. 

The first woman civil engineer to be gradu- 
ated from Cornell, Mrs. De Forest started 
immediately in the practice of her profession, 
but at the same time assumed the responsi- 
bility of a certain amount of suffrage work. 

Her professional work demanded more time 
with each passing year and the suffrage 
@uties which she had assumed aleo increased 
under her able direction, with the result thet 
either one or other of her interests had 
to be excluded." 

Having inberite¢ a great enthusiasm for 
suffrage and ved In an atmosphere in which 
the franchise for women was predominant, 
Mrs. De Forest found it Impossible to sacri- 
fice her suffrage activities and decided last 
January to give up her work as a civil engi- 
neer until victory for the cause is won in 
New York state in 1918.

It is purposed to hold pertodically in each 
senatorial district a suffrage week, begin- 
ning with some sort of spectacular work, 
such as ‘‘ beating the bounds.“ 

It we had entertained any doubts that the 
Lord is on our side, we dismissed them when 
we found there were fifty-one senatorial dis- 


tricts and fifty-two weeks in the year,” said 


Mrs. Blatch, her eyes twinkling with merri- 
ment. The calendar suite our purpose ad- 
mirably. By 1915, if we carry out our work 
as we have planned, every district in the state 
will have been ile * 


Copying a Medieval Custom. 

“ Beating the Bounds” is the latest epec- 
tacular method devised by Mrs. Blatch for 
spreading suffrage propaganda. On Ascen- 
sion day in medieval times the priests and 
teachers of the village school, armed with 
long Willow wands, led out their pupils to 
the bounds of the township and they touched 
the bounds with the willow wands and sang. 
This peaceful ceremony was not always 
deemed sufficient to impress the location of 
the bounds on the minds of the youths and 
therefore the willow rods were frequently 
used to beat the bounds and the pupils alter- 
nately. 

This custom will be revived by the Women’s 
Political union. A chain of decorated auto- 
mobiles mill stroke the bounds of the sena- 
torial districts at some point. There an ora- 
tor and soapbox and a helper with literature 


will be deposited. A willow wand with a pur- 
ple, white, and green suffrage flag attached 
will de plante e on the bounds, but the loca- 
tion of the bouhds will be impressed on them 
by a flow of suffrage oratory instead of by 
the willow wana. 

Then the chain of autos will proceed along 
the bounds until they have been circled and 
an orator deposited at each strategic point. 
Later the procession of automobiles will 
again start aut and pick up one orator after 
the other, and the bounds will have been 
beaten for the first time and that by women. 


= 

Want Least Possible Organization. 
A simple form of organization proved it- 
self the best possible for the political work 
carried on by the Women’s Politica) union. 
The executive board, the central driving 
wheel of the union's political work, appointed 
a state committee form of one woman from 
each senatorial district. Where no one was 
found in any given district who could quickly 
respond to the political need of the moment, 
the board sent a trained organizer to the 
locality to carry through the work in hand. 
But from thirty-seven of the fifty-one dis- 
tricts the union had members on the state 


committee. Each committeeman was left 


absolutely free in carrying out the political 
work in her Aistrict, and ase result initiative 
developed to a striking degree. 

The least possible organization to carry 
on the work successfully has been the aim 
of Mrs. Blatch. 

Let us bear in mind that our object ts 
not to form a complex organization of gut- 
ragista, but to win New York,” is the advice 
she frequently gives the members of the 
union.

How Committees Are Formed. 
In order to meet the needs of referendum 
work the original simple form of organization 
has been developed. 


The state committee already formed for 
political work and consisting of one woman 
from each senatoria) district is the basis of 
the referendum organization. 

In Greater New York an executive com- 
mittee is appointed by the senatorial chair- 
man. consisting of from one to three members 
from each assembly district. One of the 
three members, if the work demands it, will 
be appointed as chairman for her assembly 
district, the senatorial committeeman her- 
self taking the chairmanship in that case of 
one of the assembly districts. These ap- 
pointees will form the executive committee 
for the senatoria) district and will meet fre- 
quently to consult and exchange sugges- 
tions for future work.

An idea that the peasants and goatherds 
of the Balkans took their firearms down 
from above the fireside and went into the 
field supported only by an unconquerable 
patriotism and an indomitable resolution to 
drive the disciplined levies of the Turks into 
Asia would only contribute fo the destructive 
American fallacy. It therefore is danger- 
ous. 
Lieut. Hermenegild Wagner, the special 
correspondent of the Vienna Reichspost and 
the London Daily Mail, has had published 
recently his hastily written book, With 
the Victorious Bulgarians.” Lieut. Wagner 
was favored by the Bulgarian government in 
special facilities for his work, and within the 
limitation of an opportunist piece of history 
writing it has the value of setting forth 
causes and results at a time when the public 
is most interested in the struggle. a 

One chapter is given to a description of 
the Bulgarian equipment, and it will dispel 
any idea that the success against the Turks 


tion for the war. | 
For twenty-five years,” says Lieut. Was- 
er, Bulgaria had been directly preparing 
for war with Turkey. And these prepara- 
tiohs kept exclusively in view, as their we 
ject, action on the offensive.” 

The theater of war is so restricted in the 
Balkans that the opposing armies must face 
each other within a few days after the be- 
ginning of hostilities. Bulgaria had virtual- 
ly no fortifications against Turkish advance. 
Her forts were her armies on the offensive. 
Hence it was indispensable to the security of 
Bulgaria and to the success of the Balkan 
movement against Turkey that the armies 
of the league strike at once and strike 
effectively. 

There could have been no time to train men 
when once war was even within sight. The 
armies had to be ready. They were ready 
and the Turkish army, undergoing a reor- 
ganization as the result of constitutional 
changes in the Ottoman empire, was not. 

Bulgaria’s success with its military force 
is of particular value to the United States 
because its peace establishment was even 
smaller than that of this country, but, after 
twenty-five years’ preparation, when it need- 
ed a gteat military force for an undertaking 
in which the future of the Balkan peoples 
was involved, nearly a half million trained 


; 


The peace establishment of Bulgaria in 
1911 was 3,750 officers, 56,000 men, and 
10,000 horses. At the call of war that estab- 
lishment was increased almost tenfold. 

Under compulsory military service about 
90,000 Bulgarians are liable each year, but 
only a third are taken as the annual contin- | 
gent of recruits. The others pass at once 


two years. In other arms the service is 
three years. 


Bulgaria bad to lay aside out of the an- 


lishment as large a sum as possible to be 
put in the war chest. It was necessary to 
make the peace establishment as inexpen- 
sive as possible and yet have the first and 
general reserves at top notch of efficiency. 
Our own military authorities recognize 
the fact that an infantryman can be trained 
in two years. When the demand was made 
for five year enlistments every intelligent | 


military man opposed it. Bulgaria kept its 


infantrymen two years with the colors and 
then passed them into the reserve. Longer | 
training was held to be necessary in the 
other arms and three years was the period, 

Our frequently addle-pated congressional 
military meddlers proposed to make the en- 
listment five years and to muster out a large 
part of the cavalry—a striking ‘but precise 
reversal of the successful Bulgarian policy, 
a reversal which fortunately was defeated. 

With a small peace establishment and a 
large reserve, Bulgaria had immediately 
‘available for service 385,000 men, which 
force could be augmented to nearly a halt | 
million, and has been: a. 

“These men knew the business of war, as 
the results testify. Bulgaria had them with- 
out paying more for them than the United 
States does for its wholly inadequate milj- |

Our military authorities constantly urge 
the necessity of developing a reserve of 
trained men.

We are paying more 
now without getting a trained body of men 
who can be mustered into service. It is not 
impracticable here. It is based on economy 
and common sense. 

Great Britain and the United States stand 
together as stubborn adherents of a military 
policy astonishingly stupid and bound some 
time to be astonishingly costly.

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EPILEPSY. 

NE out of every 500 persona inan epi- 
leptic. When any subject is of im- 
media te personal interest to one- f ve 
hundredth of the people and of in- 
terest to more than four times as 

many, it is time to talk about it: Even if 
the majority of ‘people feel that it does not 
interest them, and would prefer not to hear 
about it, they should be willing to put their 
preference aside when the interest is so 
wide and so appealing. 

Epilepsy is so dramatic in its manifesta- 
tions that it has always been known. Even 
savage mind had no trouble in knowing epi- 
depsy. In the first writings that have come 
down to us the disease is described under the 
name morbus sacer, the sacred disease. One 
who has seen an epileptic in convulsions can 
readily understand why men at the dawn of 
civilization thought 2 of the spirits. 


We have made but it little headway since 
the first man knew epilepsy. Nocures have 
been discovered, no bacteriology or chem- 
istry or other science of its cause has beeu 
worked out. No Virchow, Cohnheim, or 
Welch has used his scalpel or microscope 
to demonstrate a pathology. 

In the history of the disease the dates 
are those of some unusual type discovered in 
one year and some other type in another. 
But the record of accomplishment does not 
run deeper than symptoms—the surface 
of things—and, at that, the last entry was 
made nearly a hundred years ago. 

Seventy-five per cent of epilepsy is the 
ordinary convulsive type known to almost 
everybody. The other 25 per cent is divided 
between petit mal, Jacksonian epilepsy, psy- 
chic epilepsy, and three or four less typical 
forms. No typical epileptic goes long with- 
out his condition being recognized. 

However, probably mo td gorse agg infor- 
mation about night terrors,violent dreams, 
momentary loss of consciousness, passing 
clouds that hold one speechless for a frac- 
tion of a minute, momentary rigidities, sud- 
den frenzies, running amuck; more geferal- 
ized knowledge and more careful studies of 
these will show that many of them are epi- 
leptic manifestations. When these are add- 
ed to the list of epileptics the numberrwill 
pass one-five hundredth of the population, 
and the more atypical epilepsies will make 
up more than 25 per cent of the whole. 

a ‘ 

Spratling quotes Gowers, the great Eng- 
lish authority. as saying: 

“ Epilepsy is an inherited disease. There 
are few diseases in the production of which 
inheritance has a more marked influence, and 
the traceable is always far less than that 
which n 

In a study of 2,523 cases Spratling found 
that sixteen out of every 100 were due to in- 
heritance. This was similar heredity. By 
similar heredity is meant that some of the 
antecedents of the epileptic were epileptic. 

There is another type of heredity called 
dissimilar. For instance, alcoholic parents 
are liable to have epileptic Nees Sprat- 
ling found that 15 per cent of 1,070 epileptics 
had alcoholic parénts—a form of dissimilar 
heredity. Bearing collaterally on this point 
is the observation that hard drinking, mid- 
dle aged men, leading sedentary lives, are 
prone to develop epilepsy. Of this 1,070 
Spratling found that 13 perbent of the men 
and 7 per cent of the women had insane par- 
ents. 


About. half a pentane azo. Bemis of New 
Orleans came at the question from another 
side: He studied 833 families of whom the 
parents were close cousins. ‘There were 
3,942 children, of whom 1.5 per cent were 
epileptics—over seven times the general 
average for the community. 

Davenport, in his chapter on epilepsy, says 
that it follows the same law as feeble mind- 
edness. In the inheritance laws, epilepsy 
and féeble mindedness are almost inter- 
changéable. Severa family trees showing 
the relation between the conditions are 
shown in Davenport’s book. 

Other writers have diséovered that fami- 
lies in which there is an excess of chorea, 
of migraine, or of neurotics also carry an 
excess of epileptics—all illustrations of what 
is termed dissimilar inheritance. 

—~— 

Now, Spratling, combining similar and 
dissimilar inheritance, says that 60 per 
cent of epilepsy is inherited. Eight per cent 
of epilepsy. is due to brain hemorrhage, and 
the kinds of brain hemorrhages most fre- 
quently causing epilepsy are those due to 
injury at time of birth. Birth accidents 
are largely responsible for epilepsy. They 
are responsible even in some cases when 
the spasms do not start until the child js 
several years old. 

Fright or shock was found to be the 
cause in 8 per cent of the males and 8 per 
cent of the females in a study made at the 
Craig colony. However, it was found that 
the people in whom fright had induced epi- 
lepsy had unstable nervous systems before 
the shock. Shock does not seem to be able 
to cause the condition in a good, sourid, level 
headed person. Blows on the head, fracture 
of the skull, and similar injuries are respon- 
sible for 7 pe? cent of te epileptics. 


An idea that eye ovate causes epilepsy is 
fairly widespread. Acting on this theory 
some men have sought to cure, in fact, have 
advertised cures of epilepsy by fitting glasses. 

Ten years agp some careful eye special- 
ists went to the Craig colony and studied 900 
epllepties from this standpoint. Out of the 
number they found sixty-eight in whom there 
seemed possibility enough to warrant experi- 
ment and observation for a year. 

Their conclusion was “ that cases of epi- 
lepsy due to eye strain are of extreme rarity, 
if, indeed, they are ever encountered; while 
cases due to this cause that can be cured 
by glasses alone, not counting those whose 
attacks may be suppressed, are more infre- 
quent still.“ 
® On the patter point, they say: It ap- 
pears that, in some cases proper glasses— 
just as the bromides—have the power to 
hold attacks in abeyance, but they do not 
possess the power to cure.“ 

Sometimes, under bromides and other 
forms of treatment, the attacks miss for 
months, and, occasionally, for more than a 
year. The happy patient is liable to conclude 
that he has been cured. It is this that 
Spratling refers to in speaking of at- 
tacks held in abeyance,” attacks sup- 


pressed ” but not cured. 


_A* peculiar ylation 4 is that which some- 


times exists between the attacks and sleep. 
Epilepsy that is characterized by night at- 
tacks is most insidious and incurable. An 
individual may have night attacks for years 
before he has any spell during his waking 
8 5 he changes his sleeping hours, he 

It is sleep 
ey on hs come attack which “ sets off the 
alarm.“ In some cases the attacks come 
just as the sick one drops to sleep; in others 
just as he awakens in the morning; in still 
others somewhere in between. 

Just why dropping to sleep should “ set 
off the alarm,” it is impossible to say. But. 
for that matter, the sudden development of 
spasms or a momentary catalepsy is a puz- 
aler...Usually, there will be a few hours of 
a somewhat muddy mind, then à sudden

As soon as the spell has been fully re- 
covered from, the mind is acute, and the 
muscles are sore. But the mind is more 


alert than for days, and the urine is abun 


dant and clear straw color in appearance. 
It is as though a thunder shower had cleared 
the air.

We see much the same sequence in mi- 
graine. The attack usually begins with an 
aura. Two thousand years ago, Pelox wrote 
that the fit began “as a spirituous vapor 
in the veins of the extremities and ascended 
to the head, when the patient became un- 
conscious. This is a pretty fair description 
of this aura. 

The aura sometimes consists of flashes of 
light or objects seen suddenly to balloon out 
or shrivel up. Sometimes it is the ears that 
are disturbed. Then there are “roarings” 
or “voices” or the “sound of sea waves.“ Or 
sometimes it is the taste—with a bitterness 
like quinine or a sourness like lemon. Or 
it is a gnawing at the stomach which floats 
up to the head. 

In practically all cases, there is some sort 
of mental aura—a feeling of joy or a sense 
of doom, or a half-sensed appreciation of 
the oncoming spell, and some kind of an 
attempt to forfend in some way against 
accident. Sometimes no permanent regis- 
ter of this emotion remains in the brain, but 
any one who has studied the face of a pa- 
tient toppling over has seen it written there. 

After the spell, the patient who is indif- 
ferent to his condition is in good mental 
shape. Ofttimes, however, the patient has 
been hoping for better things, and his disap- 
pointment results in a few days of mild 
melancholy. 

—~o- 

About 8 to 10 per cent of the cases can 
get well, says Spratling. Nobody can tell 
which of the cases are curable and which 
incurable, except as the result of months of 
careful observation and study. That which 
is to be studied is not the disease [for of that 
we know, and can know next to nothing], 
but the patient. 

This serves to introduce the most impor- 
tant part of this article, in view of the 
present shortcomings of our knowledge of 
the disease. Epilepties differ from their 
fellow men. Things that their fellow men 
can do with safety are too hazardous for 
them. They do not fit well into crowded 
streets, rushing cars, and automobiles, into 


elevators, engines, and machinery. Ofttimes 


they can do their work, and do it well, but 
not under the conditions safe for you and 
me. They are not insane; ofttimes they are 
sensitive and high strung. Some are excel- 
lent citizens. Healy says some are the 
most dangerous criminals,” pleasant one 
day, vicious the next, committing heinous 
crimes. 

They are peculiar people. The liberty of 
the streets is not liberty for them, for the 
fear of an attack, as well as the hazards of 
the street, deprive them of liberty. They 
are misfits in asylums, and asylums are mis- 
fits for them. Prisons may be the place for 
a few, but so they are for those not epi- 
leptics. It would be as sensible to confine 
all men as all epilepties. Poorhouses? No.

The answer? Says Shanahan: 

“A colony can be so arranged as to prop- 
erly cope with the peculiarities of the epilep- 
tie. Here a suitable occupation can be pro- 
vided, such as his physical and mental con- 
dition will permit. ä 

The epileptic is about normal about 95 


, ler cent of the time. A proper plan for him 


is one in which he can be accomplishing 
something during this normal time, content 
and happy because he knows that, fn his 3 
per cent abnormal time he will not be in 
danger of being run over by a street car, or 
he will not be overcome in some school, 
church, public gathering, or in business or 
social life, and be thereby horrifying to 1 
ers and humiliating to himself.“ 
—— 

The Lllinois committee of fifty quotes the 
average per capita earning at Sonyea, N. 
X., as $35 a year. As time goes on and more 
early stage, bright minded epileptics come 
to regard Sonyea as a refuge and as means 
of individual work, each according to his 
talents, the per capita earnings should in- 
crease to a figure materially beyond $35. 

Dr. Peterson describes the employment as 
being many and varied. The schools care 
for the children, the adults work on dairy 


farms and in vegetable gardens, and doing 


a dozen or more kinds of factory and shop 
work. Nowhere, however, is there a field 
for the proper use of the capacities of brain 
workers. 

Dr. Flood of Massachusetts says, where, 
a few years ago, the epileptic was stupefied 
with drugs and made to live a living death 
under colony régime, sedatives are used as 
little as possible, and an effort is made to 
find the best treatment in each case. 

Strangely enough, the same agents which 
are beneficial in combating tuberculosis 
are of the greatest benefit in these cases. 
Work in the fresh air and good, wholesome, 
and carefully chosen feods are more essen- 
tial than medicine. In addition, there is the 
opportunity for prolongea and individual 
study of the case—an absolute necessity, as 
stated above, for the proper care of a case of 


epilepsy. 


~o 

Nor should we forget that, in colony life, 
there is a partial solution of the problem of 
inherited epilepsy; not a whoe solution, for, 
as I have written, a part of the inheritance is 
dissimilar. Epileptics are born to alcoholic 


, parents, to migrainous parents, to neurotic 


parents, to insane parents, to feeble minded 
parents, to closely related parents, as well 
as to epileptic parents. Therefore, the col- 
ony is but a partial solution of the problem 
of inherited epilepsy. 

The committee of fifty has issued a pam- 
phiet entitled: How the Uncared for 
Epileptic Fares in Illinois—Colony Care 
the Remedy.” From this bulletin we learn 
that the colony plan originated in Germany 
in 1867. At the present time, Germany has 
fifty colonies; Switzerland, three; Holland, 
two; Australia, one. In this country there 
are. colonies in Massachusetts, Ohio, New 
York, New Jersey, Kansas, Connecticut, 
Texas, Indiana, and Virginia, and, in addi- 
tion, Michigan and Minnesota provide a 


modified institution cate. 


Ohio. began twenty-three years agb. New 

York followed suit ‘nineteen years ago: 
Massach usetts started four years after New 
York, and New Jersey stepped. out with the 
Bay State. Kansas and Texas began in 
1902, Indiana in 1905, Virginia and Con- 
necticut were the last additions, in 1910. 

Amending the methods of caring for Spi- 
lepties proceeds more slowly than amending 
the constitution of the United States, but it 
develops a few steps every few years. The 
colony method will presently be general in 
the states.

ORD SHAW of Dunfermline, who is 
sailing this week to pass a month in 
New York as the guest of Andrew 
Carnegie, and who will afterwards 
undertake a tour through the United 
States and Canada. is one of the relatively 
few life peers, and, as in the case of the late 


Lord Russell of Killowen, lord chief justice 


of England, his peerage will become extinct 
on his death, instead of passing to his 30 
year old son, who will be known throughout 
his life, as he is today, as the * Alexander 
Shaw. 

Lord Shaw is a e 3 ot᷑ the 
Scottish bar, was solicitor general for Scot- 
land, and lord advocate. Moreover, he rep- 
resented Hawick in the house of commons 
for nearly twenty years before being cre- 
ated in 1909 a peer for life as Baron Shaw of 
Dunfermline, in the County of Fife, and a 
lord of appeal in ordinary. 

As lord of appeal he receives.a salary of 
$30,000 for the remainder. of his days, and 
advises his fellow members of the house of 
lords when the latter sits as the supreme 
tribunal of the land, taking a leading part in 
their deliberations and directing their de- 
cisions. 

e is the youngest of the lite peers and 
law lords, being: only 62 years of age, makes 
his home in London, is a member of the Re- 
form and Athenzum clubs, and is devoted to 
golf and to fishing. Lady Shaw was Miss 
Elsie Forrest of Ludquharn, Aberdeenshire.

A Saxe-Coburg by birth, and a sister of 
Leopold I. of Belgium, she had by her first 
marriage with the Prince of iningen two 
children—namely. Charles, Prince of Lein- 
ingen, and Princess Feodore, Who were 
therefore Queen Victoria’s half-brother and 
half-sister. 

Feodore, when she grew up, married Prince 
Ernest Hohenlohe, head of the medfatized 
house of Hohenlohe. and became the mother 
of six children. One of these children was 
Prince Hermann, who has just died, and who 
was therefore a nephew of Queen Victoria, 
while another child was en the mother 
of the German empress. 

Still another one of these children was 
Prince Victor Hohenlohe, who died as Ad- 
miral Count Gleichen of the, British navy, 
and whose son, Gen. Count Gleichen of the 
British army, was for several years military 
attaché of the English embassy at W ashing- 
ton. 

From this it will be seen that both the 
court of Berlin and the court of St. James will 
be placed in mourning by the death of Prince 
Hermann. He is succeeded by his son. Prince 
Ernest Hohenlohe, who married one of the 
granddaughters of Queen:Victoria—namely, 
Princess Alexandra of Saxe-Coburg and 
Great Britain, a daughter of Queen Victoria's 
sailor son, Alfred, Duke of Edinburgh and 
Coburg, and a sister, therefore, of Grand 
Duchess Cyril of Russia, of the Crown Prin- 
cess of Roumania, and of Princess Beatrice, 
married to the Infanta Eulalie’s son. Prince

Prince Ernest was for a time attached 
to the German embassy in London, under the 
chieftaincy of the late Count Paul Hatzfeldt.
